Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

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SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund
of the state to the superintendent of public buildings and grounds
the sum of one hundred fifteen thousand six hundred dollars
($115,600.00) to be used in the following manner:

SEc. 3. Before any of the funds hereinabove appropriated shall
be expended, it shall be determined by the superintendent of public
buildings and grounds, with the approval of the executive council, that
the expenditure shall be for the best interests of the state.

SEc. 4. Upon the completion of any project as set forth in this
Act, any unobligated balance remaining may be used to supplement
any other project as set forth in this Act or for such other repairs or
projects needed, and to supplement any current or prior appropria-
tion for repairs, improvements, replacements, alterations, and equip-
ment for public buildings and grounds.

SEcTION 1. There is hereby appropriated to the state conserva-
tion commission from the general fund of the state of Iowa the sum
of two million one hundred sixty thousand six hundred dollars ($2,-

-~160,600.00) for construction, replacement, repairs, development and
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alterations to state parks and reserves, state forests and state waters,
and for dredging, artificial lake development, erosion control, for
stream and lake access, land acquisition, and for siltation and bound-

ary surveys.,

SEC. 3. There is hereby appropriated to the state conservation
commission the sum of two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00)
for dredging at North Twin Lake; provided, however, that the dredg-
ing and other construction work shall be let on bids to private indi-
viduals, firms associations, or corporations.

SEC. 4. The funds appropriated and set aside by this Act shall not
be expended until it shall be determined by the conservation commis-
sion with approval of the budget and financial control committee that
its expenditures shall be for the best interests of the state.

SEC. 5. The treasurer of the state of Iowa is hereby empowered
to invest any of the funds so appropriated and set aside by the pro-
visions of section one (1) of the Act in securities of the United States
government.

SEC. 6. When contracts, plans and specifications for improve-
ments for which funds are herein appropriated have been accepted
by the conservation commission and approved and certified by the
budget and financial control committee of the state of Iowa, the state
treasurer is authorized and directed to sel sufficient securities herein
provided in section five (5) of this Act to cover the cost of said
improvement.
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SEC. 7. The provisions of all Acts or statutes in conflict or in-
consistent with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

SEC. 8. If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause or
phrase of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional or
invalid, such unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not affect the con-
stitutionality or validity of the remaining portions of this Act. The
General Assembly hereby declares that it would have passed this Act
and each section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause or phrase
hereof irrespective of whether any one or more of the sections, sub-
sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses or phrases be declared un-
constitutional.

CHAPTER 25
APPROPRIATION TO EMPLOYMENT SECURITY COMMISSION
FOR BUILDING
S. F. 445

AN ACT to appropriate funds to the employment security commission as a proportion-

ate share in the cost of erecting an administrative building for the use of the
commission.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund
of the state to the employment security commission the sum of
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) or so much thereof as
may be necessary, to be used for a proportionate share in the cost
of erecting a building for the use of the employment security com-
mission in its administration of chapters ninety-six (96), ninety-
seven B (97B), and ninety-seven C (97C), Code 1958.

SEC. 2. Any unobligated balance of funds herein appropriated
as of June 30, 1963, shall revert to the general fund of the state.

SEc. 8. This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be
in full force and effect from and after its passage and publication in
The Fayette County Union, a newspaper published at West Union,
Iowa, and in the Cedar Valley Daily Times, a newspaper published at
Vinton, Iowa. .
